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Machine for Reducing Wood. 





The machine illustrated is an improvement 
on one having a rotating cutting-cylinder 
with spiral cutting edges, the cutting-cylinder 
being rotated and acting upon the peripb- 
ery of a moving piece of wood, prefer- 
ably a rotating cylindrical block, from which 
the edges remove small narrow shavings of 
substantially the length of the block, each 
separate shaving being cut from a different 
part of the surface of the more slowly-rotating 
block, instead of being cut continuously from 
one side of the block, as would be the case if 
the block being acted upon did not rotate. 
When a cutter having true spiral cutting-edges 
operates upon a cylindrical rotating block of 
wood, each of the edges will remove a shaving 
equal in length to the length of the piece of 
wood, thus making very long slender fibres, 
which for many purposes require to be subse- 
quently broken up or reduced by another pro- 
cess for the formation of fibres of a shorter 
length suitable for the manufacture of fine 
pulp. 

This improvement consists, among other 
things, in providing the machine with blades, 
having their cutting-edges so shaped that the 
shavings may be produced not only narrow and 
thin, but also as short as may be desired, and of 
varying shape, suitable for pulp material of 
any desired character ; and the invention also 
consists in various details of construction where- 
by the machine is rendered to a greater or less 
extent automatic in action and more convenient 
in operation, thus effecting a saving in time 
and consequent reduction in the cost of pro- 
ducing Sere 

Figure 1 is a front elevation of the machine as 
adaped to reduce wood for the formation of 
pulp material; Fig. 2 is a vertical section there- 
of on line xa ; Fig. 3, a partial plan view, por- 
tions of the base or bed being broken away ; 
Fig. 4, an underside view, showing the feed 
mechanism. 

The main base a of the machine is provided 
with uprights a’, having bearings a* for the 
shaft of the cutter-cylinder 6, consisting, essen- 
tially, of a cylinder provided with spirally- 
arranged cutter-blades of suitable character to 
remove from a block of wood thin, narrow, 
short shavings suitable for use as pulp-ma- 
terial. 

The shaft of the cutter-cylinder is provided 
with pulleys b’ at either side of the boxes a’, 
which pulleys receive and are driven by belts 
from a counter-shaft overhead, the cutter-shaft 
terminating at the ends of the pulleys. 

The uprights are provided with arms a’, 
having suitable bearing-studs, upon which are 
mounted the loose pulleys a‘, in line with and 
of the same size of the pulleys b’, the pulleys a‘ 
being adapted to receive upon them the cutter- 
driving belt, thus enabling the cutting-cylinder 
to be stopped and removed from the ma- 
chine without removing its driving - belts 
from the counter-shaft referred to, thus ef- 
fecting a considerable saving of time whena 
cutter is to be removed for the purpose of 
sharpening its blades, or to be replaced by one 
that has been sharpened, or one of another 
character for producing a different kind or 
grade of shavings. 

The base is provided with guides or ways a‘ 
for a carriage c, provided with uprights c’, 
which are similar in function to the head and 
tail stocks of a lathe, one holding a revolving 
spindle,d, provided with a suitable chuck, d, 
to engage one end of the piece, block, or log of 
the wood e, that is to be reduced to shav- 
ings, while the other upright is provided 
with a centre, d’, operated by a hand-wheel, 
d’, the centre engaging and forming the cen- 
tre support for the other end of the block e. 


The head-stock spindle d, carrying the chuck 
d*, is provided with a gear, d*, meshing with a 
pinion, d‘, fixed upon a shaft, d*, having a loose 
pulley, d*, driven by a suitable belt and pro- 
vided with clutch projections, (Fig. 4,) to be en- 
gaged by a clutch-box, d’, splined upon the 
shaft and operated by a shipper, d*, (Figs. 1 and 
5,) by which the clutch is engaged or disengaged, 
thereby causing the gears d* d‘ and block to be 
rotated or to cease moving, for the purpose of 
enabling the core or central portion of a re- 
duced block to be removed and another block 
substituted. The block is rotated at a slower 
rate of speed than the cutting-cylinder, to thus 
present different portions of the surface of the 
block. As the block of wood is gradually re- 
duced in diameter by the cutters, the block has 
to be fed toward the cutting- cylinder. 

The carriage c at the under side has suitable 
bearings to receive a shaft, f, (Figs. 2 and 4,) 
provided with a cone pulley, /’, and with two 





worms, f?. The cone-pulley receives upon it a 
driving-belt, which, according to its position on 
the cone-pulley, varies the speed of the shaft. 
The worms engage worm-gears f?, fixed upon 
and rotating the threaded shafts f*, which en- 
gage threaded recesses of slide-bars g g’, 
adapted to be moved transversely, with re- 
lation to the carriage, in guide-ways g® at 
the under side of the base of the machine, 
the slide-bars constituting separable nuts, fixed 
upon the shafts f*. Each slide-bar is provided 
with two threaded recesses or half-nuts—one 
at each end—for each shaft /f*, the bars 
being so arranged that by moving them in one 
direction the half-nuts will simultaneously 
close upon both shafts /*, so that the latter, in 
their rotation, will be moved longitudinally 
into the nuts, thus moving the carriage to 
which the shafts f* are attached, in the direc- 
tion to feed the block toward the cutting-cylin- 
der; but by moving the slide-bars in the oppo- 
| site direction, or the threaded recesses away 
| from one another, the half-nuts will be separat- 
| ed, to disengage the shafts f*, and leave the lat- 


rotation of the spindle is stopped automatically 
whenever the nuts are separated to stop the 
feeding move ment of the carriage by the follow- 
ing mechanism : 

The arm h is connected by a link, k, Figs. 
2 and 3), with one arm, m, of a bent lever, 
m m’, the other arm, m’, of which is con- 
nected with a lever, m*, slotted, as shown at 
m’, fora length equal to the maximum travel 
of the carriage, the slot receiving the end of 
the shipper d*, which controls the clutch d* d’ 
before described, the shipper being pivoted 
upon the arm c’ or head-stock portion of the 
carriage. By this connection the clutch is dis- 
engaged, and gears d* d‘ cease to rotate when- 
ever the automatic feeding mechanism for the 
carriage is thrown out of operation, as de- 
scribed. In order to retract the carriage after 
a piece of block of wood has been properly re 
duced to shavings, so as to enable a new one to 
be inserted, the carriage is provided with a 
rack n, engaged by a gear, o, fast upon a shaft 
o’, having suitable bearings in the base, and 
provided with a hand lever, o?, by which it may 





ter free to slide longitudinally through the 
nuts, at which time the carriage may be 
moved backward and forward, as desired, inde- 
pendently of the feeding mechanism. 

That the slide-bars may be moved, as de- 
scribed, to engage or disengage the shafts, 
J‘, there are toggle-levers g*, connected each 
at one end with a slide-bar, and the centre 
joint of the toggle-lever is joined by a link, 
g®, with an arm, h, attached to a rock-shaft, 
h*®, having another arm, h’ provided with a 
handle, h?, located at a convenient point of 
the apparatus, so that it can be moved to 
strengthen the toggle-lever g? when it is de- 
sired to close the nuts on the shaft to effect the 
movement of the carriage, or to break the joint 
of the toggle-lever, and thereby stop the feed of 
the carriage. The half-nuts are closed to start 
the carriage when the handle h* is depressed, as 
shown in Fig. 2, and vice versa. The disengag- 
ing mechanism, consisting of the half-nuts, their 
actuating toggle-lever, and the arm Ah, con- 
nected therewith, is operated automatically to 
stop the feeding movement of the carriage, 
when the latter has approached sufficiently near 
to the cutting-cylinder. This stopping of the 
carriage is effected by arod, i, passed through 
an opening in the lever h, and connected with 
anarm, @’, fixed upon the under side of the car- 
riage, the rod being provided with an adjustable 
collar or projection, 12, which, at the proper 
time in the feeding movement of the carriage, 
engages the arm h, and moves it to thus sepa- 
rate the half-nuts. The rod i may also, if de- 
sired, be provided with a second projection, ?, 
to move the arm in the opposite direction, and 
thus close the half-nuts and start the feeding 
movement of the carriage on its arrival at the 
end of its backward movement from the cutter- 
cylinder. When the forward or feeding move- 
ment of the carriage ceases, it is unnecessary 
longer to rotate the block, and when the feeding 
movement has ceased it is desirable to stop the 
rotation of the spindle and chuck d* and per- 
mit a new block to be inserted or chucked. The 
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be rotated to move the carriage backward and | 
forward, as may be desired, the shaft o’ being | 
provided with a pulley, o*, supplied with a cord, | 
o*, having an attached weight, 0°, adapted to | 
rotate the shaft and gear o in the proper direc- 
tion to automatically withdraw the carriage 
from the cutting ‘mechanism when the auto- 
matic feeding mechanism is disengaged. 

It is obvious that the shipper might throw a | 
belt from a fast to a loose pulley, instead of | 
operating a clutch. 

The body of the cutting-cylinder has a series 
of spiral grooves, into which the cutting-blades 
are inserted, the blades employed being held in 
place by staking or compressing the metal of 
the cylinder against the blade along the edge | 
of the groove. When the edge of the cutter 
forms one continuous spiral around the cylin- 
der, it will operate to remove narrow shavings 
of substantially the whole length of the block, 
the portions of the blade in contact with the 
block traveling along from one to the other end 
thereof. To obviate the reduction of such long 
shaving by a subsequent operation, and to pro- 
duce shorter shavings for pulp material, the 
edges of the block are made otherwise than true 
and continuous spirals. This may be accom- 
plished in a variety of ways. 

The edge of the cutter may be made to vary 
somewhat from a true spiral, it having a wave- 
like form, which may be produced by staking or 
compressing the metal of the cylinder alter- 
nately at opposite sides of the blade, thus 
slightly forcing the edge of the blade first to- 
ward one and then toward the other side wall 
of the groove. With a blade or cutting-edge of 
such wave-like curvature the point of maximum 
curvature toward one side of the groove will cut 
most deeply into the periphery of the block, 
while the part of maximum curvature toward 
the other side of the said groove will not reach | 
the surface of the block, so that a series of short 
shavings will be formed of greatest thickness in 
their middle and tapering toward their ends, 
the length of each shaving not exceeding the 





length of one wave of the blade. The same re- 
sult may be effected by making the blade with 
its cutting-edge only wave-like in form. When 
it is desired to make the shavings of short length, 
but of substantially uniform width throughout 
their length, the front face of the cutting-blades, 
set in a true spiral, may be grooved, or only its 
edge may be notched, the grooves or notches 
breaking up the acting continuity of the cutting- 
edge and producing thin shavings or flakes of 
wood of a length equal to the distance between 
the grooves or notches. 

The notching may be accomplished, after set- 
ting the blades in the cylinder and sharpening 
them, by grinding a fine spiral thread about the 
edges of the cylindrical series of blades. 

In some cases, where it is desirable to produce 
very short woody fibre or powder, the cutting 
portions may be made in narrow, separate pieces, 
as of round or square wire, inserted side by 
side in the grooves of the cylinder. The cutters 
may be readily removed from the machine, 
while their actuating-belts are supported on pul- 
leys a‘, and a cutter of any desired form placed 


thereon, according to the nature of the product 


desired or pulp material desired. 
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the Ends of Rolls of 
Paper. 





Protecting 





A device for protecting the ends and corners 
of paper rolls from injury in shipment, consists 
of a circular disk or head covering the end of 
the roll in combination with a flanged binding- 
strip or corner-hoop formed of a series of con- 
nected segments applied to the periphery of the 
paper roll and extending over its end, to engage 
with the disk or head. The devices are dupli- 
cated on each roll—that is, are applied to both 
of its ends. 

Metallic segments are made to fit against the 
exterior of the roll, a continuous band connect- 
ing them all being provided with a suitable fas- 
tening device adjustable to different-sized rolls. 
The head is preferably a plate of sheet-metal, 
with a succession of slots near its outer edge, 
and having the adjacent metal struck up to re- 
ceive and conceal the points of the segments in- 
serted through the slots as the device is applied 
to the roller. In practice, thirty-eight of 
these slots are made in a head of twenty-four 
inches diameter, each being one inch long and 
one and one-quarter inch from the edge ; but 
this would depend on the number, size, and 
shape of the seg ments, and would be varied ac- 
cording to circumstances. The segments are 
forged, cast or stamped to fit the side and ex- 
tend over the end of the roll, and each is pro- 
vided with a loop or other means of attachment 
tothe band. The loops standing out from the 
body of the segment to receive the band are 
very convenient for the purpose, as the series of 


segments may be strung on a band of metal, lea- | 
ther or webbing, their distance from each other | 


varied, and the number increased or diminished, 
as required, There are two forms of fastenings 
for the bands. In one, the ends of the metal 
band are turned back, forming hooks that en- 
gage with each other. In the other, one end of 


the band carries a threaded bolt, which projects 
through a slot in the other end, and is held at 
the desired point by a nut and washer. 

When the heads are of metal they will be pa- 
pered to prevent any stain or rust from affect- 
ing the roll ; or a disk of paper or straw-board 
may be interposed. A similar disk may cover 
the entire end of the roll after the protectors 
are applied, or a paper envelope may inclose 
the whole. In such cases the slotting of the 


head may be omitted. 
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Securing the Knives in Engines. 





This invention is intended to provide im- 
proved means for securing the knives to the 
grinding-rolls of pulp-engines ; and it consists 
in the peculiar construction and combination of 
the bar and the annular ribs, by means of which 
the knives are attached to the roll, as well as to 
the manner of inserting and locking the bars. 

The roll or “‘ plug” of the engine has the ordi- 
nary shell of iron, brass, or other suitable ma- 
terial, upon which are cast ribs integral there- 
with; but in many cases it is preferred to 
shrink on these ribs, which are cast or turned with 
a certain degree of undercut or bevel. These 
annular ribs are continuous and extend entirely 
around the surface of the cone, and there may 
be as many as are necessary to securely fasten 
the knives tothe roll. The knife is of steel of 
the ordinary thickness of grinding-bars of this 
description : but its lower edge is provided with 
slots, in number equal to the number of ribs 
upon the roll, and dovetailed or beveled to 
snugly fit the bevel on the ribs, so that when the 
knife is in place it shall firmly rest on the shell, 
while the ribs hold it from moving radially, and 
the usual wood filling prevents any lateral dis- 
placement arising from jars or blows incidental 
to work of this kind. 

In order to introduce and lock the knives 
upon the roll take any point upon the ribs and 
draw a line in direct alignment with the longi- 
tudinal axis of the roll. At these points where 
the line cuts the ribs cut slots of any desired 
width, sufficient to admit a knife of the very 
heaviest description, these slots to he all of the 
same width, and not to be cut through the rib. 

The width of the openings on the knife cor- 
responds nearly—but slightly larger—with the 
width of the ribs, where they unite with the 
shell of the roll. The width of the upper por- 
tion of the slots in the knife corresponds with 
the greatest width of the ribs ; hence it is only 
necessary to cut away the rib, so that its nar- 
rowest portion shall extend to its outer surface. 
To insert the knife in the roll it is now held in 
alignment with that point on the ribs. It is 
then lowered gradually until its lower edge rests 
upon the surface of the shell, and any move- 
ment laterally in either direction locks it upon 
the roll. The knife is now pushed along until it 
is in its proper position, resting against a piece 
of wood filling, previously inserted, when a 
second knife is slipped in and wood filling laid 
between the two, and so on until the roll is com- 
pletely filled. 

To expedite the filling there is cut, diametri- 
cally opposite the first row of slots, a second 
row ; hence, in filling, the first bar or knife in- 
serted is pushed but ninety degrees or quarter 
around, when it reaches its proper position. 

This mode of fastening is said to do away 
with a large amount of labor now expended in 
securing the knives to rolls by planing slots lat- 
erally and radially through the ribs, and hence 
can produce a finished roll much more expedi- 
tiously and cheaply. Any old roll, as hereto- 
fore made, can be taken, the slotted ribs turned 
off, new ones shrunk on, beveled in the manner 
described, new knives inserted, and a roll to all 
intents and purposes new can be produced 
Furthermore, the slots in the knives being made 
of a uniform shape to correspond to the shape 
of the ribs, any knife will fit any roll, provided 
they are of the same length, and, new knives 
being shipped, the roll can be filled at the mill. 

A further advantage is obtained by this 
method, as knives of any thickness can be insert- 
ed in the roll, the slot being sufficiently wide at 
first to permit the insertion of the heaviest kind 
of knives. In filling rolls of this type, in 
which one end is larger than the other, it is 
found necessary to insert a short bar be- 
tween each long one. This short bar ex- 
tends to the middle of the roll. It is proposed, 
in certain cases, to cut the long bars in the 
centre, hence all the bars will be of the same 
length and can be put in indiscriminately, the 
smaller end of the roll containing just half as 
many knives or bars as the large one, when 
filled and ready for use. Every other bar at the 
large end rests at the centre of the roll in align- 
ment with each bar at the small ends, and 
forms, to all intents and purposes, an integral 
bar. By this means a roll can be filled more ex- 


peditiously. This method of securing the knives 
can be adapted to any shaped roll.

The well-known Glen Mills, in Delaware 
County, Pa., which were built in 1836 by 
James M. Willcox, are now owned by his grand 
sons, James M. Willcox and Wm. F. Willcox, 
have been completely overhauled and are now 
furnished with the most improved machinery 
made by the best manufacturers. The Messrs. 
Willcox have spared neither time nor money to 
make Glen Mills the best in the country for the 
manufacture of the highest grades of paper. 

Robert Wetherell & Co., Chester, Pa., have 
put into this mill an 80 horse-power Corliss en- 
gine, an air pump condenser, new gearing, and 
has also furnished one iron bleach mixer, one 
pair of compound boilers of 120 horse-power, 
and other apparatus. The old water-wheel has 
been substituted by two new wheels, and 
wrought-iron flumes have been put in. 

The Pusey-Jones Company, Wilmington, has 
furnished two 48-inch roll washing engines with 
iron tubs; two 34x 40-inch iron tub beating en- 
gines, and one rotary boiler of 3,000 pounds ca- 
pacity, and has also supplied new reels and cut- 
ters, new deckel frames, tube rolls, stuff chests 
and pumps. 

These improvements are completed by a Dean 
steam fire-pump, one of Clem & Morse’s best 
elevators, and a new Taylor, Stiles & Co. rag- 
cutter. A new boiler-house, a steam-engine 
house and a new rotary boiler-room have been 
added to this building. 

These changes have taken a number of months 
to complete and the mill was started up a few 
days ago, and is now making paper regularly. 

The Messrs. Willcox are now turning out 
daily 6,000 pounds of all rag, fine book and mu- 
sic paper, which is in great demand. 

The Phosphor-Bronze Smelting Company, of 
Philadelphia, has had a success with its wire- 
cloth. The peculiarities of this wire are its 
great strength, durability and resistance to cor- 
rosion ; itis stronger than iron and brass and 
less liable to lose strength from exposure to acid, 
sea or mine water and other like influences, even

Boston Notes.

Boston, March 20, 1884. 

The paper trade still continues without any 
serious interruption. Dealers report a fair 
amount of business, both for local consumption 
and country orders. Several city representa- 
tives of mills, whom I visited yesterday, spoke 
very encouragingly of the immediate outlook. 
Orders are well booked ahead, butthe margin 
of profit is not what might be desired. 

In paper stock nothing especially new has 
transpired during the week. Though some 
movement is noticed, nothing showing any 
special activity can be recorded. March shows 
a great improvement over February, but that 
is not saying much for March, inasmuch as 
February was so terribly dull and quiet. Paper- 
stock dealers fear that it will be some time be- 
fore trade assumes any alarming magnitude. 
Gunny is a little easier, but it is claimed that 
thisisonly temporary. Some little business is 
doing in jute stocks, but prices are un- 
changed. The demand for low grades of rags 
is somewhat better, but the supply is limited. 
The market abroad is reported very firm, 
though this seems to produce but little effect in 
the local market. Dealers having any big 
stocks to offer often shade quotations in order 
to force sales. Such a state of the market is 
very favorable to buyers who evince a disposi- 
tion to seek further concessions. So sanguine 
are manufacturers that the present low prices 
of stock will continue to rule that they show no 
disposition to buy beyond immediate wants. 

The chemical market is without change. 
There is a steady jobbing trade in a small way 
and prices are a little easier, but they are not 
quoted less than the figures of last week. 
Bleaching powders are a little firm for prime 
brands and fresh, sales having been made dur- 
ing the week at 2.20c. toarrive. Spot stored 
lots can be bought for a trifle less, 24/c. being 
the asking price of small lots from store. The 
arrivals of bleach during the past week have 
been light. Sal soda is commanding 1<c. to 
1.15¢e. to arrive, and 1.20c. for spot. The de 
mand is quite steady and very little is being 
stored. Caustic soda is quiet, prices unchanged, 
70 per cent. being quoted at 3c. for 60 per cent. 
Lots from store selling at 3.10c. 

English china clay is in light demand. Spot 
stock held by one party and selling at $18 to 
$19 from store. Southern clay is in better de- 
mand. This is owing possibly to the fact that 
some consumers who have been experimenting 
with other clays have come to the conclusion 
that Southern clay, all things considered, is 
fully as good if not better. The sales of South- 
ern clay in this market during the past year 
are much larger than for previous years, In 
carload lots, from wharf, Southern clay is sell- 


ing at $13, from store, $14 to $14.50 is asked. | 
Rosins are quoted for No, 2, $1.80 to $1.95; | 


No. 1, $2 to $2.373¢, which are the two grades 
most largely in demand. Some paper makers 
who have in days past used the higher grades 
are now using No.1 with good results, and it 
gives satisfaction. While the demands for 
chemicals are not what they should be, the vol- 
ume of trade is much larger than during Feb- 
ruary. A quiet steady business is about all that 
jobbers are expecting.

stock broker. His business venture dates from 
January last and during the past few months he | 


has enjoyed a very fair trade in paper-stocks, 
chemicals, &c.

His acquaintance with the 
trade is quite extensive and his personal atten- 
tion to business will undoubtedly command suc- 
cess. 

The automatic knife grinder, manufactured by 
Union Stone Company, under patents owned ex- 
clusively by the company, continues in high 
favor among paper makers. Several of these 
grinders have, during the past two months, 


| gound their way into mills and the old-fashioned 


grindstones so long used are being discarded. 
When one takes into consideration the short life 
of a grindstone and the difficulty of getting 
stones of the right temper, the value of the 
automatic grinder with its tested emery stone 
is more readily recognized. And then the diffi- 
culty of producing a straight edge on long 
knives by the grindstone consuming so much 
time of a workman, is entirely overcome by the 
automatic grinder which does its work without 
further attention from the attendant than just 
such time as may be required to adjust the knife 
to the stone. An 80-inch grinder of the patent 
was just shipped to Manzanillo for use on a 
Mexican plantation. 

Another shipment was made during the week 
of an emery-covered pulp wheel to San Francis- 
co for pulp grinding. The company is having 
much success with its emery preparations which 
are applied to iron disks or wheels used in grind- 
ing wood pulp. These pulp grinders, as prepared 
by the Union Stone Company, are considered 
far superior to sand stones and are fast taking 
their place in pulp mills. From the number of 
orders now on hand for emery pulp wheels, the 
company is quite sanguine concerning the suc- 
cess of its emery preparations.

We have had two or three glimpses of the 
sun this month, but in the main the weather has 
been a good deal like that of February, the rainy 
days predominating very largely. I think that 
the law of average will make up for this over- 
abundance of water before the year is out, and 
that next summer will bea good time to look 
out for adrought. The weather doesn’t seem to 
have had any bad effect on the retail trade yet, 
if we can judge by the way business keeps up at 
the mills. I hear that one of the fine manufac- 
turers took an order one day this week for 250 
cases of paper. There are few jobbing-houses in 
the country that buy as much paper as that at 
one time, and it shows a confidence in the mar- 
ket. If the mills have reduced the cost of man- 
ufacture enough to meet last summer’s reduc- 
tion in prices they are now making money with 
their large production. Rags are a fraction 
cheaper than they were, but wages have not 
been generally reduced. 

Beebe & Holbrook have started up their mill 
this week, and they are in better shape to make 
good paper than ever. The loss by the fire has 
been made up by the insurance companies ex- 
cept, of course, the loss from the interruption of 
business. There ought to be some way to in- 
sure against that. 

The Easthampton Paper Company is going to 
change the product of its mill at Loudville to 
tissue paper. 

Baseball promises to attract more than usual 
interest here the coming season. The associa- 
tion is actively at work making up a good nine, 
and the prospect is that Holyoke will be able to 
keep up its reputation for good playing. A 
great many are buying $5 tickets, which will 
admit the holders to the grand stand for twenty 
games. Other clubs are writing to arrange 
games, and some dates have been already fixed. 
The sport will begin Fast day, the first Thurs- 
day in April probably, when the Springfields 
will play the Holyokes; the Willistons come 
April 5; Domestics, April 12, and Hartfords 
the 26th. Horace Rescott, Jr., & Co., of this 
city, are to publish a baseball organ during the 
season. This will be the only paper of the kind 
in this part of the country, so that Holyoke will 
be quite a centre for the game.

Cincinnati, Marcu 19, 1884. 

Spring opened with briskness in trade and a 
fine flattering promise, but a cloud soon ob- 
scured this prospect, and that same cloud hides 
it at the present writing. But now everybody 
seems to think that cloud, though heavy enough 
and black enough to darken the view, will van- 
ish before a few days literal sunshine. The 
halt in trade was a concomitant of the return 
of bad weather. These sleet storms and wind 
storms and rain storms, and changes from 
warm to cool and from cool to cold, have pro- 
duced as it were a similar condition of vacilla- 
tion in trade. There is not the business brisk- 
ness that there was in the second week of 
March. But we shall have finer weather, and 
by the same token better trade. 

In the Great Miami Valley, where the paper 
mills cluster most thickly, there has been no in- 
cident in the last fortnight out of the ordinary 
routine. Manufacturers are exceedingly con- 
servative, but they are not blind. If they are 
reducing production they are far from curtail- 
ing facilities, so far from it that they never were 
so well prepared to take advantage of an oppor- 
tunity when one presents itself as they are now. 
A wide-awake spirit pervades the business men 
of the valley and dullness of times does not beget 
among them sluggishness of spirits. Never in 
the history of paper manufacture in this re- 
gion has more brain force and greater energy 
been put into the management of the business 
than enters into it to-day. At every point one 
perceives a spirit of aggressiveness and progres- 
siveness. These men think they see the star of 
empire in the manufacture of paper coming 








son, that it is likely to settle somewhere near 
where the centre of population of these 
United States has lingered for the last 
twenty years.

The Smith Paper Company, of Lee, Mass., is 
said to have produced more paper last week than 
its mills ever turned out before, the quantity 
made amounting to one hundred and sixty-four 
tons, over sixteen carloads. The largest pre- 
vious week’s production was one hundred and 
sixty and one-half tons. This large product was 
made without any attempt to make a big run, 
and while making regular orders for news and 
manilla paper and until the very last of the 
week it was not known the mills would beat all 
previous records. The Valley Mill made 47 tons 
Columbia Mill 3914 tons, Eagle Mill 31}¢ tons 
and the Housatonic Mill 46 tons. Each of the 
mills has made much more paper in a week 
separately, but the total for one week for all of 
them was never larger. 


The S. Y. Beach Paper Company, Seymour, 
Conn., has been shut down for four weeks, put- 
ting in new machinery at an expense of $5,000.

In October last mention was made of the ar- 
rest in Philadelphia of George C. Tousey, of 
this city, on a charge of embezzlement, and the 
statement was made at the time that it was 
probable that the charge would prove to be un- 
founded. This view of the proceedings against 
Mr. Tousey proves to be justified, the case being 
brought to trial in the Philadelphia court on 
Wednesday of this week, when the jury ac- 
quitted Mr. Touvsey without leaving their seats. 
The complaint was nominally at the instance 
of the Palm Paper Company for which Mr. 
Tousey had been selling paper on commission, 
and with which he had an unbalanced account. 
The proceedings taken against Mr. Tousey seem 
to have been hurried and ill-advised, inasmuch 
as the secretary of the Palm Paper Company 
has written to him certifying that his accounts 
with the company have been honorably ad- 
justed and that individually he had never 
doubted Mr. Tousey’s integrity. 


The New York and Monterey Manufacturing 
Company has been incorporated under the gen- 
eral manufacturing laws of the State of New 
York, for the purpose of manufacturing cotton 
goods and paper, having received a special con- 
cession from the Mexican government of an ex- 
emption for ten years from all taxation. The 
capital is $500,000.

cheap motive power and a more than sufficient 
market. Nine years ago Mr. Doyle introduced 
the enterprise into Japan, and we believe there 
are nearly a dozen in full operation there. 
Those mills that were properly constructed at 
the outset, and were placed under efficient and 
skilled management, have been exceptionally 
successful, and, if we remember rightly, the 
mill at Osaka cleared itself in three years, 
while the one at Oji paid a dividend last year of 
17 per cent. on stock amounting to $365,000, 
The other mills were less successful, but none 
have proved failures; and we believe we are 
right in making the statement that the entire 
enterprise of paper manufacture in the land of 
the rising sun is now in the hands of the Japan- 
ese, who have so advanced in the art as to think 
themselves justified in dispensing with foreign 
supervision. Another interesting feature in 
connection with the paper trade of Japan is 
that while nine or ten mills have been working 
successfully, the importations of foreign-made 
paper have considerably increased—more than 
doubled—during the last few years.—Overland 
China Mail.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The monetary sit- 
uation is still chatacterized by continued ease, 
and the rates for call loans are stereotyped at 
13¢@2 per cent. Time loans are quoted 33¢@5 
per cent., and prime commercial discounts at 
4@5\<¢ to 6 per cent. 

The stock market continues in a dull and for 
the most part uninteresting condition, with fre- 
quent alterations between depression and firm- 
ness, closing weaker than for some days past. 

Railroad bonds were active and strong, and 
prices show some important changes. 

Government bonds were strong at an advance 
of 1¢ in the 4s and 3s, and } in the 4's. 

The market for sterling exchange was very 
quiet but firm, owing to the small supply of bills 
offering and the absence of pressure to sell. We 
quote :

THE PAPER TRADE.—Although the prices 
of paper continue about as low as noted for 
some time past, the country appears to be taking 
about allof the paper that is being made, and 
while there is not much marketed at a loss, the 
margin of profit is very small. It is commonly 
supposed that a Presidential year is unfavorable 
to business generally, yet the paper industry 
may be said to be an exception, as the campaign 
stimulates the consumption, and good judges 
say that they will be disappointed if the present 
depression is not steadily removed. It is fair to 
assume that prices have reached their minimum, 
as in so large a country as this, even when trade 
is confined to the smallest possible requirements 
there must always be a very large volume of 
business in the aggregate. The demands of 
fifty-five million of people are to be nfet, and 
this of itself is sufficient to prevent anything 
approaching protracted stagnation, to say 
nothing of supplying a steadily increasing ex- 
port trade, while the consumptive capacity of 
the country is steadily being augmented through 
the natural growth of population and immi- 
gration. There is apparently a growing confi- 
dence that the advance of the season will give 
an impulse to all branches of business, prices 
being low, and stocks of goods in the hands of 
distributors being generally moderate.

The paper trade is quiet for this season of the 


year; new orders for future delivery of their 


product are not freely given to paper makers, 
and the demand upon their stock on hand does | 
not tend toward its material or rapid consump- 
tion. -Circumstances like these are no induce- 
ment to manufacturers to purchase more raw 
material than is urgently needed. Dealers in 
paper stock try on the other side to work sales 
at prices which, in keeping with foreign quota- 
tions, will yield them a modest commission, but 
they find very little success as to the amount of 
stock placed. Manufacturers do not want to 
buy and, unwilling to confess so directly, talk 
such low figures that the difference in prices 
asked and bids made is too great to lead to any 
transactions of note. There is less stock of cer- 
tain grades in store, the most desirable lots 
having been gradually absorbed, and dealers 
show no inclination to bring out stock hap-haz 
ard, preferring to do the business on firm orders 
The latter is an additioual cause of the smaller 
volume done at present, but it will reap its own 
reward by establishing a healthier tendency 
which in the end may benefit manufacturers 
and dealers. European prices show no decline. 
It is no criterion that now and then an offer is 
made at a shade below. When done it is rarely 
for goods that are in good demand here, but for 
marks that every dealer is willing to sell off. 
We hear of no important transactions, spot or 
toarrive. Hope is an important factor now in 
all branches of trade and the article most ex- 
tensively dealt in. We therefore hope that the 
present stagnation may be the forerunner of a 
future good and steady demand for actual 
wants. The general condition of trade, an un- 
usually severe winter, floods and the political 
tittle tattle on tariff reform are sufficient to re- 
tard the revival of trade, and to keep all mer- 
chants on the rack of suspense. The arrivals 
during the past week aggregate 4,984 bales and 
bags, embracing 2,568 bales Rags, 506 bales Old 
Papers, bales Wood Pulp, and 1,910 bales Ma- 
nillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—Trade among the pack- 
ers and dealers is yet done in a slow and spirit- 
less manner, as manufacturers experiencing no 
improvement in the distribution of their pro- 
ducts are unwilling to enter the market for 
quantities in excess of those actually necessary 
for current consumption. Dealers are somewhat 
disposed to offer more freely in view of the 
opening of navigation which is now near at 
hand, and the consequent large increase in the 
supply entering the market. As yet prices hold 
their own, but the tendency is toward a little 
easing off. No. 1 City Whites range according 
to quality at 4.35c. to 44¢c., No. 2 do at 2%c. to 
2i¢c., and Seconds at 1c. to 1°<c., the latter for 
a prime quality. 

BAGGING, &c.—There has been almost an en- 
tire absence of buyers of Bagging or Jute stocks 
of any kind during the past week, and the mar- 


ket may be quoted a shade weaker. A week ago

Further Discoveries in Bleaching. 


| 





In further considering the results, experimen- | 
tal and otherwise, obtained by the Toppan pro- 
cess of bleaching, one should not lose sight of the 
fact that one and the same compound is used 
throughout. The bleaching process is varied 
somewhat, according to the degree of whiteness 
desired, but the simple boiling of fibres in the 
compound, which is always necessary where 
bleaching in the fibre is desired, serves to separ- 
ate the cells and thoroughly loosen them from 
the outside sheath, Thus, if flax can be bleached 
in the fibre, the very important claim that ramie 
or China grass can be also bleached in like man- | 
ner is by no means out of reason. 

Samples of ramie furnished Mr. Toppan by | 
Commissioner of Agriculture Loring have, asa | 
matter of fact, been bleached in the fibre to a | 
pure white, and Mr. Toppan believes that a long | 
step forward has been taken toward a much 
greater utilization of this valuable fibre. The | 
great drawback to its present use is the diffi- 
culty of separating the fibre from the very | 
tough sheath —tougher than the flax-sheath, 
even. By the present process several days are 
employed in bleaching to a cream white and the 
strong chemicals used injure the strength of the 
fabric. 


TOPPAN PROCESS ON RAMIE. 

The Toppan process separates the fibre from 
the sheath in boiling, and bleaches to a pure 
white in a few hours at the most. The fibre is 
toughened, and will take any color easily. 
Highly satisfactory results have been obtained 
in bleaching ramie woven into fabric. Ramie 
is worth from 80 cents to $1 per pound for silk 
adulteration, and the demand is only limited by 
the supply, which is small, owing to the present | 
difficulties of extracting the fibre either by 
hand or by slow and imperfect mechanical ap- 
pliances. 

Mr. Toppan’s investigations with the cotton | 
stock fibre have been very interesting, and | 
again show the immense commercial value of 
this new compound, if continued success shall 
follow its use in a large way. For a long time 
eminent authorities have considered that the 
cotton-stalk fibre was a valuable product, but 
no existing process could utilize it. The fibre 
of the cotton-stalk lies between the wood and 
the bark, and is about equal in quantity to the 
fibre in the boll. ~ 

UTILIZING COTTON STALK. 

Without elaborating it may be said that the 
stalk having been boiled in the Toppan com- 
pound has yielded a pure white fibre wholly 
separated from the stalk. Competent miero- 
scopists have pronounced the cotton fibre ob- 
tained in this way second to no vegetable fibre 
in point of fineness and length of cell, ramie ex- 
cepted. The fibre has also been successfully 
felted. At present the cotton stalk is con- 
sidered useless and may still be so, although en- 
thusiasts believe that we shall some day in the 
near future have a new fabric from its hitherto 
unused fibres. 

Mr. Toppan has experimented with hemp, 
yucca and many other fibres, which have been 
sent him by different manufacturers in all parts 
of the country. In all cases the results attest 
consistently the great value of this newly dis- 
covered compound in bleaching and separating 
vegetable fibres. We will consider his results 
in but one other direction for the present. 

The great commercial use of jute in the manu- 
facture of paper and bagging caused Mr. Top- 
pan to make extensive experiments in this di- 
rection. By the present bleaching process jute 
is subjected to a lime boil ; is then treated with 
chloride of lime and afterward stored in vats 
for a cnnsiderable period, yielding a yellowish 
pulp of the color of manilla paper. Very strong 
chloride must be used to bleach the jute to this 
extent, to the detriment of the fibre. 


PURE WHITE JUTE. 

By the Toppan process the jute is boiled in the 
compound and afterward put in the chemic, 
yielding in a few hours a pure white pulp com- 
paring well with linen and cotton rag pulp. 
Jute is worth about one and one-half cents a 
pound and cotton from three to four cents. 
The Toppan bleached jute has been pulverized 
and makes excellent felting which can be used 
in the production of blotting paper at very 
low cost comparatively.—Boston Bulletin.

At the time this in- 
strument was executed a proposition was pend- 
ing with contract mills which were selling pa- 
per to the company that if they would come 
into the company, take stock, and release their 
contracts the company would control their mills 
and market their stock on hand ata profit. All 
but two mill-owners consented to join the com- 
pany. One of these two threatened to sue out 
an attachment to secure his claim and the board 
of directors thereupon made a voluntary assign- 
ment for the benefit of all. The creditors are all 
mill-owners except two banks in Chicago, which 
hold paper to the amount of $45,000. The total 
liabilities are $97,000 and the assets $113,000. 

Of the eighty-four mills in the territory covered 
by the company, 80 per cent. of the productive 
capacity had signed articles of agreement to 
enter the company up tothe time of meeting on 
March 14 and one of the two parties whose ac- 
tion had caused the assignment came in and 
agreed to take stock. Thereupon an agreement 
was prepared for signature by which nearly all 


| the creditors of the company agreed to extend 


the notes of the company two, three or four 
months without interest or indorsement. 

The company was incorporated in July, 1883, 
with a capital of $40,000, all paid in. 
cers are Levi Rhodes, of Rhodes, Utter & Co., 
Rockford, Ill, president ; T. F. Rice, of Brad- 
ner, Smith & Co., Chicago, vice-president ; Har- 
lan P. Tracy, Elmwood, Ill, treasurer, and 
R. P. Dart, of the Milan Paper Company, sec- 
retary and manager. C. W. Scott, to whom the 
assignee has given charge of the assets, makes 
the following statement : 


The object of this organization was to control 
the product of wrapping-paper. The owners 
of twenty-nine mills were stockhoiders in the 
company, which had contracts with others—thirty- 
five in all—to take their entire product, which, by 
the terms of the contract, was to be curtailed to two- 
thirds of the possible production. These contracts 
were drawn in July last, and were to cover the out- 
put for eighteen months. The stockholders proposed 
from the start to shut down their own mills at any 
time when it became necessary to do so in order to 
control the product to the extent of obtaining fair 
prices for paper. Within six months last past these 
mills have been absolutely shut down five months. 
And the company has paid out to contract mills 
about $11,000 in leasing them and shutting them 
down, and thus further controlling the output. It 
has in this way cut down the product of wrapping- 
paper since July more than 50 percent. On Febru- 
ary 22 there was a call issued to all stockholders and 
to the proprietors of all the other mills west of the 
Allegheny mountains for a meeting to be held at the 
Tremont House, Chicago, on February 28. In that 
call it was stated that unless the company could 
have the co-operation of the greater portion of the 
mills within this territory, it would discontinue its 
efforts toward controlling production. At that 
meeting there was a universal expression in favor of 
co-operation. One of the conditions upon which 
signatures were at that time obtaihed to the agree- 
ment formulated was, that all contract mills should 
become stockholders. All but two released their 
contracts and agreed to take stock, and these 
two who refused were present this morning 
at the directors’ meeting. The conditions they
